The last rail connecting Oakland 


•with Los Aagelcs was laid to-day. 
Tho distance between the two cities 
is about 400 miles. But ths main 
trunk of tha Southern Pacific now 
extends in a direct line as far south 
as Indian Wells, making a total dis- 
tance of t'OO miles. Tho Directors oi 
the road say that they will reach the 


. Colorado river by the iirst of Jan- 
uary next. 


If Congress would grant them the 


same terms as for the road thus far 
constructed, the Southern Pacific

twelve months have their track laid 
nearly or quite across the Territory 
of Arizona. What they want is the 
right to proceed and meet Tom Scott, 
or any other man, at such a point as 
each shall have a finished road at a 
future day. 
This is just what Scott 


don't want. Besides his land grant 
which has been technically forfeited 
by a failure to prosecute his work, 
he wants Congress to guarantee the 
interest on bonds at the rate, oi' $35,-

consented to do. Scott has built no 
road on the Pacific side; and it is 
becoming more and more doubtful 
if he ever builds a mile out of San 
Die^o.

prove slightly upon a limited advance of 
nix pence to one shilling pot nuartor, ns 
quoted last Monday. All that can ba 
i.iid of our local wheat trade is, that 
large foreign arrivals are counteracting 
for the moment the advance which the 
increased firmness of the country mar- 
kets and the «hort home yield led hold- 
ers to anticipate. Prices must depend 
largely on ths rate at which foreign sup- 
plies come to hand, and this seems to be 
the immediate probability of a rise in 
wheat, as shipments are always pushed 
forward dnring the Autumn for ports 
that 
are 
ice-bound 
iu 
Winter. 


The total quantity of wheat afloat 
for the United Kingdom ii considerably 
smaller than it was at this time last 
year. The continental demand may ex- 
ercise some influence on prices, but so 
shortly after tha harvest we can not ex- 
pect much, aud from this quarter espe- 
cially,' as it is very difficult to form a 
just estimate of the crops abroad, owing 
to the contradictory uatnre uf the re- 
ports. The French advices furnish n 
good sample. A short time siuce dis- 
satisfaction as to quantity wns prevalent, 
nud recently we learn that the Minister 
of Agriculture stated at a Cabinet Coun- 
cil, that on the whole the crop was rather 
over than under the average. With very 
moderate arrivals at ports of call, wheat 
cargoes have not had n steady inquiry 
dnring the week, and an improvement 
has been realized of two shillings per 
quarter from ths recent lowest point.

miles in all. The first engine reached

;;n all-rail communication was com- 
pleted between Texarhana and Sherman. 
The construction of this additional road 
makes the total of road -at present in 
operation, 4-1 4 miles. The report re- 
commenos that the stockholders author- 
ize the Directors to renew the construc- 
tion nf the lino from its western end at 
tian Diego. 


If ttiu uill before Congress, and which 


has been favorably considered by com- 
mittees of both Houses, should become 
G law at the next session of Congress, ns 
it is hoped, it will enable tho company 
to complete the road to the Pacific 
Ocean within four years. The bill mere- 
ly asks a guarantae of the interest, ai 
ths> rate of 5 psr cent,, upon a limited 
amount of bonds, not to exceed ,835,000 
T>er mile. It cannot be doubted that the 
company can meet this interest out of 
its net earnings, and so secure the Gov- 
ernment from any possible loss. The 
company has already acquired a title to 
3,728,640 acres of land, all of which has 
been surveyed and located by the com- 
pany's surveyors. During the past yeai 
the surveys have been extended fromtht 
Colorado to the Pecos, between which 
rivers the land thus locatsd amounts to 
J,21G,000 acres. 


It has been decided, says the 
Turf, 


Field and Farm, that when a horse or 
carriage is let out for hire, for the pur- 
pose of performing a particular jourcey, 
the party letting warrants the horso and 
carriage fit and competent for such 
journey. If the hirer treats the horse or 
carriftga as »ny prudent man would do, 
ho is not answer»ble for any damage 
either may receive. But he must use 
tho horse for the purpose for which be 
hired him. For instance, a horse hired 
for saddle must not be \ised in harness. 
It the hirer violates this express condi- 
tion of the contract, he is liable for any 
damage that occur. If tho horse is 
stolen through the hirer's negligence, 
such as leaving the stable door open all 
night, be must answer for it. Bat if he 
is robbed of it by highwaymen, whin 
traveling the uiual road at nanal hours, 
he cannot b« held for damages. As 
these questions are frequently in c):j- 
pute, it is not out of place to shed a lit- 
tle light upon them.

To 
suppress riots thnt thrtaten the integ- 
rity of registration is also their duty, so 
that the will of the people may prevail 
and offenders bo legally punished. Tho 
notorious eveuts in aeveral States which 
have recently transpired hnvs been pub- 
licly reprobated, anil under it the grave 
duty of nil Marshals who have cause to 
apprehend a violation of the peai.-e con- 
nected with the elections of the Tues- 
day after the first Monday in November, 
to propaie to preserve aud restore such 
pcau«. The letter notifies the Marshals 
that they will be held responsible for 
breaches of tho peace of the United 
States, which diligence on their part 
might have prevented, and for tho ar- 
rest of violators of the peace. It nsUs 
that Marshals be personally present, or 
by deputy, at nil places ot registration 
or election, where they may suspect 
that the peace is threatened. When- 
ever 
special 
deputies 
will lie re- 


quired to enforce this notice, they can 
only be appointed iu cities of '20,000 or 
more inhabitants, according to tho re- 
vised statutes, section 2021; but the du- 
ties assigned to Marshals and their dep- 
uties by section 2022, or other like stat- 
utes, belong to nil duly appointed dep- 
uties, general or special, Knch deputies 
may be appointed to any number, ac- 
cording to the discretion of the Marshal. 
Iu the States where Sheriffs have similar 
powers, section 220U has no practical 
bearing in tha discharge of such duties, 
The letter says: All good citizens will 
doubtless countenance and support them 
in the discharge of theao duties, and on 
such support the United States mainly 
relies for tlie right to vote which they 
have given or secured. These instruc- 
tions are intended only to counteract 
that partial malice, -wrongheaclecluess, 
or inconsideratiou, which sometimes 
triumphs at critical moments over the 
conservative and prevailing duties of so- 
ciety. The letter ols.o advises that each 
deputy, general and special, have the 
right to summon assistance, for quelling 
disorders, of every person in the district 
above fifteen years of age, whether 
civilians or not, including the militia, 
soldiers and marines, all of whom nro 
bound to obey. The fact that they or- 
ganized OB military bodies of the State, 
or of the United States, and under the 
immediata command o£ their own of- 
ficers, does not afl'ect their legal chorn- 


ter, they are still the posse comrnitntus. 
He then quots from the opinion of his 
predecessors, and of Attorney-General 
Cnshing, to show that this was a -well 
settled law. There is no. State law or 
State official in the country who has any 
jnrisdiotiou to| oppose the Marshals in 
discharging their duties under the laws 
of the United States, nnd they may dis- 
regard such interference entirely, if it 
occurs. The laws of the United States 
are supreme, nnd likewise the notions of 
United 
States 
officials in enforcing 


them. Any posse embodied by a State 
Sheriff will, upon their summons, be 
obliged to become a part of the United 
States posse, 


The Secretary bespeaks for Marshals 


having such n responsibility, a corro- 
ponding degree of consideration, intelli- 
gence and courage. He concludes by 
saying: That in preparing this letter, 
he has considered tho rccont United 
States Suprome Court decisions upon 
tho acts of Congress regulating this gen- 
eral topic, and has founded the instruc- 
tions upon those acts na effected by such 
jndgmants, which do not, however, con- 
cern federal elections. Ho appends 
list of statutory provisions for careful 
reading, by Marshals aud deputies, and 
recommends them to consult tho Dis- 
trict Attorneys in cases of doubt. Tho 
President, he adds, has approved these 
instructions.

Wo Lave a theory that another 


(lory besides tho Centennial, is at- 
tempting to mak? the passage across 
the Atlantic, and that this accounts 
for the conflicting reports concerning 
Capt. Johnson, in the Centennial. 
The craft is of tho same general de- 
scription as the Centennial, and is 
criled the Brittle, and was spoken 
in latitndo 40 degrees -15 minutes, 
longitude 67 degrees 10 minutes, 
partially disabled. In support of 
this theory is the statement of the 
master of the schooner Newport, at 
Windsor, N. S., from New York, 
whose vessel n-as boarded by the 
master of the Brittle July 16, in 
latitude 41 degrees 30 minutes, 
longitude 07 degrees 13 minutes. 
The captain of the Newport reports 
that at 11 o'clock on the morning of 
the ICth.ho sighted a small boat, 
under sail, about sixteen feet keel 
and Bloop rigged. 


At first sight two persons were 


apparent, but on nearer approach 
one disappeared. The little vessel 
was completely decked, having but 
a small hatchway amidships. The in- 
dividual in command of the boat 
made a signal indicating that he 
wished ia board ns. I had my vessel 
laid to. He cams on board, made fast 
his line, and walked rapidly aft to 
the quarter deck. He shook hands 
with me and asked th« course to Eng- 
land. I told him he would never 
reach England in his cockle shell. He 
larghed and »aid,"Oh yes he would." 
I took him to tho cabin to show him 
the ctart; but he was so nervous and 
excited that he appeared not to 
•understand anything I told him. 
His general movements and looks 
were of the most suspicious charac- 
ter. I asked what he wag doing so 
far from land in so small a boat. He 
said that he was eight days out from 
New York, had run away,, and was 
bound for England. He stayed on 
board ten minutes, and, having 
ihaken hand, left precipitately, and 
wished to be reported. He gave his 
ii*me as Chwles MatUieson. The 
boat was clinker built.
